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THE OPERA SEASON 

' I 'HE season of grand opera at the Metropolitan Opera House, New York, is 
•*• now under way, having begun on the evening of Monday, November 1 1, 
with Puccini's "Manon Lescaut." The season continues until April 19, igi3, 
a period of twenty-three weeks. So long a duration shows the hold opera 
has taken upon fashionable and musical New York. 

Several revivals and novelties are promised, among the former Mozart's " II 
Flauto Magico," a lovely score wedded to one of the dreariest librettos ever 
penned; and among the latter Walter Damrosch's "Cyrano," the libretto by 
W. J. Henderson. What is yclept the "standard repertory" embraces ten 
works by Wagner, six by Verdi, four by Puccini, three by Donizetti and two 
each by Gluck, Humperdinck and Massenet, while fifteen composers are repre- 
sented by one work each. 

The names of the leading artists have long been familiar to the public, save 
that there is a new dramatic soprano, Lucrezia Bori, and that a new coloratur 
soprano star, Frieda Hempel, is to be heard, doubtless as Assrafiamente in " II 
Flauto Magico," the Queen in Les Hugenots and some of the florid Italian 
roles. The Chicago Opera Company will fill an engagement of five Tuesday 
nights on dates to be announced later. This engagement practically serves to 
vary the personnel and enlarge the repertoire of the house. Dates for a special 
set of afternoon performances of the "Nibelung" also will be made known in 
due time and " Parsifal" will be heard.
